France's “Lost” Provinces 

A neutral, well known in Germany 
wrote: A Social Democrat friend told 
me that the Prussian Government de- 
termined at the beginning of the war 
that they. would have no,more Alsace- 
Lorraine problem in the future. They 
have therefore sent the soldiers from 
these two provinces to the most’ dan- 
gerous places atthe various fronts. 
One Alsace regiment was hurled again 
and again at the old British army on. 
the Yser in November, 1914, until at 
the end of a week only three officers 
and six men were left alive. Some of. 
the most perilous work at Verdun was 
forced upon the Alsatians.
